As  my  final  year  of  service  as  your  Chancellor  comes  to  a  close,  I  wish  to  thank 
you,  the  students  of  Fayetteville  State  University,  for  making  my  tenure  such  a  joy  and  so 
rewarding.

Mak  in<g  students  politically  aware  and  socially  conscious  was  the  fo- 
cus of  the  SGA  Speak  ers'  Guild.  Through  these  programs,  students 
were  able  to  discuss  drugs  and  their  consequences  with  Kemba  Smith 
and  social  concerns  affecting  African  Americans  with  Dr.  Nairn  Akbar. 
Kemba  shared  her  story  of  how  being  romantically  linked  to  a  young 
man  landed  her  in  the  middle  of  a  $4  million  cradt -cocaine  ring  and 
how  after  a  turbulent  four  year  relationship,  the  association  earned 
her  24 1/2  years  in  a  federal  penitentiary.  A  clinical  psychologist,  Dr. 
f^\?ar,  is  acclaimed  by  Essence  Magazine  as  "One of  the  world's  pre- 
eminent authorities  on  modem  psychology."  The  message  he  shares 
through  books,  articles,  lectures,  seminars,  radio  talk  shows  and 
Internet  chat  rooms  is  clear  and  simple:  E3lack  people  in  America 
have  much  greater  inner  power  than  they  realize,  but  they  must  re- 
discover themselves  in  order  to  use  it.

On  May  10, 1930,  on  the  campus  of  Howard  Univer- 
sity, the  Pan-Hellenic  Council  was  formed  as  a  per- 
manent organization  with  Omega  Psi  Phi,  Kappa  Al- 
pha Psi,  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha,  Delta  Sigma  Theta  and 
Zeta  Phi  beta  as  its  charter  members.  In  1931,  Al- 
pha Phi  Alpha  and  Phi  F3eta  Sigma  joined  the  Council. 
Sigma  Gamma  Fho  came  aboard  in  1937  and  lota 
Phi  Theta  rounded  out  the  list  in  1997.  The  stated 
purpose  and  mission  of  the  organization  was,  "una- 
nimity of  thought  and  action  as  far  as  possible  in 
the  conduct  of  Gred  letter  collegiate  fraternities 
and  sororities  and  to  consider  problems  of  mutual 
interest  to  its  member  organizations."  Early  in  1937, 
the  organization  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  and  became  Inown  as  "The  Na- 
tional Pan-Hellenic  Council,  Incorporated".

The  2002  football  season  at  Fayetteville  State  began  with  great  antici- 
pation and  ended  with  a  CIAA  Championship.  This  feat,  which  had  not  been 
accomplished  since  F5U  was  a  part  of  the  EI  A  Conference,  last  occurred 
in  1951  Under  the  direction  of  head  coach,  fenny  Phillips  and  his  staff, 
the  team  went  from  being  just  a  contender  to  a  conference  powerhouse. 
Mar-  ing  a  clean  sweep  of  the  CIAA  the  broncos  compiled  the  best  season 
in  the  school's  history  finishing  with  a  7-0  record  and  9-1  overall.  The 
NCAA  ranked  the  team  6th  in  scoring  defense,  4th  in  rushing  defense 
and  3rd  in  total  defense.  CIAA  Defensive  Player  of  the  t  ear  honors  went 
to  linebacker  E3rian  Holliday  and  Championship  MVP  went  to  Justin  Langdon. 
Two  members,  Andregus  Holmes  and  Shawn  Timberlale,  were  named  to 
the  2002  Coca-Cola  All- Academic  Team.  Other  players  were  honored  by 
being  listed  among  members  of  the  All-CIAA  First  and  Second  Teams.
